DISPOSAL OF 
_ PAINTINGS. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


UESTIONS relating to the £38,000 
estate of the late Patrick James 
Murphy, of Cove House, Sandycove, Co, 

Dub in, came before the Court for construc. 
tion, on a summons in which the plaintiffs 
were Patrick H. Boyd, of Saul, Newtownpark* 
avenue, Blackrock, Co. Dublin, solicitor, and 
John J. Ryan, of 24 Anglesea street, Dublin 
stockbroker, executors and trustees of the 
wil; and the defendants, the Council for 
Dublin City of the Society of St. Vincent de 
Paul, the Attorney-General, and Charles 
O’Brien Murphy. of Dalriada, Blackrock. Co. 
Dublin, a brother of the late P. J. Murphy 
and a beneficiary under his will. 
After a large number of legacies to rela- 
tives and legacies for charitable purposes, the 
testator bequeathed the residue “ of all kinds 
including cash in bank, in testator’s house. his 
life insurance policies, and all investments to 
the Council of the City of Dublin Conference 
of St. Vincent de Paul for distribution 

amongst the poor of Dublin. 

He also bequeathed two aintings, ‘* The 
Coulin ” and “ The Holy amily,”’ to any 
Dublin picture gallery, but neither the 
National Gallery nor the Municipal Art 
Gallery was prepared to accept either of the 
pictures. 

The Court was asked to decide whether the 
residuary bequest to the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul included all the residue of all kinds, 
and Mr. Justice Johnston answered this in 
the affirmative. 


THE PAINTINGS 


With referente to the pictures refused by 
the two Dublin Galleries, the following letter, 
received by the solicitors for the executors 
from Mr. Tom Kelly, T.D., T.C., was read in 
court : 

“ The old Dublin Society, of which I am chair- 
man, meets in the Lord Mayor’s Court, William 
street. This building was erected by the Society of 


‘Architects over 150 years ago, and was specially 


planned as a picture gallery. This Society is 
unxious that it should again be a place for pictures, 
and so I am seeking people who might present to 
vs from time to time suitable works for the walls. 
Reading the account of the matter of Murphy, 
‘oceased, before the Courts, I thought if I brought 
the existence of our Society to your notice you 
might be good enough to arrange the transfer to 
us of the two pictures mentioned in the case.” 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he could not 
agree to do this, and made an order holdin 
that these two pictures went to Mr. O’B. 
3lurphy under the general bequest of books 
and pictures. He answered in the affirmative 
a question whether, under the will, the 
trustees and executors were to hand over the 
entire residue to the St. Vincent de Paul Con- 
ference of Dublin for distribution among the 
poor of Dublin. 


CROSS SUIT 


There was a cross-suit in which Chas. O’B. 
Murphy was plaintiff and the two exécutors 
were defendants, and in which the plaintiff 
asked that the trusts of the will be carried 
into execution, and that the estate be ad- 
ministered under the order of. the Court. 

Piaintiff further asked that the action be 
consolidated with that in which P. R. Boyd 
and John J. Ryan are plaintiffs, with the 
Council for Dublin City of the Society of St.

The plaintiffs occupied 
the basement, ground floor and first floor of 
54 Lower Abbey street, and carried on there 
an extensive motor-dealing business, with 
showrooms. On the first floor above the show- 
room there were the staff rooms to accom- 
modate the manager, secretary and some 
thirteen or fourteen clerks. Incidentally, 
there were two telephones. In November, 
when the plaintiffs learned that Miss Connie 
Ryan had taken the rooms immediately above 
them for the purpose of a dancing academy, 
they anticipated it would be a very noisy 
business, and they started a correspondence 
with the landlord. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Dancing is done at 
night, and how does that affect the plaintiffs ? 


THE TYPISTS 


Mr. Tobias replied that the dancing started 
at 4 p.m. So far as the lady typists were 
concerned, the normal work of the plaintiffs’ 
office ended at 6 p.m., but some of the staff 
as well as the secretary and manager, had 
to remain there frequently until 10 p.m. The 
dancing in Miss Connie Ryan's academy 
began about 4 p.m. and went on until 8 or 
10 p.m., and sometimes caused such pande- 
monium that, even before 6 p.m., letters 
could not be dictated by the plaintiffs to the 
typists without’ shouting at the top of their 
voices, and it was quite impossible to make 
use of the telephones. 

Mr. Justice Johnston suggested that de- 
fendant might complain of the cranking of 
motor cars below her. 

_ Mr, Tobias said that there was no crank- 
ing, as plaintiffs only had showrooms. In 
addition to the noise caused by the dancing 
there was actual danger to life and’ limb. 


The plaintiffs’ secretary, Mr. Edward Tinsley, 


had put it on affidavit that a huge joist’ was 
set creaking and swaying, that the ceiling 
was cracked and plaster knocked down.

THE DEFENCE 


Mr. P. Cunniam (instructed by Mr. M. J. 
O'Neill), for the defendant, strongly re- 
pudiated the suggestion that Miss Ryan had 
been trying to evade service of the papers in 
the application. It was not until 11 p.m. on 
Thursday” night that one document was 
served on her sister, Mrs, Rodney, and there 
had not yet been time to consider and answer 
it. The haste with which this application 
was being made was quite unwarranted, and 
injunctions had frequently been refused in 
similar cases even after a full hearing. The 
teaching of dancing was the sole means of 
livelihood of Miss Ryan and of three or four 
people she employed.

the elimination of tuberculosis from dai 
herds and the “ae ay Gid of a pure milk 
supply for the whole community, 


OBJECT LESSON 


The success of the national scheme for the 

revention and control of tuberculosis in the 

wman subject affords a reasonable object 
lesson as to the lines on which this further 
endeavour might be developed, so as to 
afford approximate uniformity of method 
throughout the country. Provided that the 
essential purposes of a cattle scheme were 
fulfilled in conformity with central direction, 
reasonable latitude might be allowed for the 
development of the pattern in different areas. 

The Association is in agreement with the 
view expressed in the report—namely, that 
“the total eradication of bovine tuberculosis 
from all herds is the only complete solution 
of the problem of tuberculous milk.” This 
is the line which has been successfully 
adopted in Denmark. It is also in course of 
development in the United States, 

The process of eradication wif necessarily 
take time. Meanwhile, the public is exposed 
to grave risks, and the Association is of 
opinion that a controlled system of pasteurisa- 
tion should be initiated and continued until 
the eradication of tuberculosis from dai 
herds is well under way. The adoption. of 
such a controlled system would practically 
eliminate the danger of the passage of tuber- . 
culous infection as of other infections, any 
supposed disadvantages referable to the pro- 
cess of pasteurisation being readily excluded 
by the use of simple measures. 

In approving pasteurisation as a desirable 
provisional sea "a pending the realisation 
of tubercle-free herds, emphasis should be 
laid on the need for effective control in the 
methods used, This is enforced by the ex- 
perience of London, where, — the fact 
that some 90 per cent. of London’s milk is 
pasteurised (not all by the Holder process), 
it appears, as a result of a special investiga- 
tion by the London County. Council (in 1953)

COSTS OF PRODUCTION | 


Whatever action be taken to ensure a pure 
and safe milk supply to the citizen, it would 
seem inevitable that the actual costs of pro- 
duction will be increased.. Care must be 
taken that the increase is not permitted to 
raise the retail price to a point beyond the 
ordinary means of consumers among the 
poorer classes, who are least able to protect 
themselves by demanding a milk of the 
higher grades which is free from tubercle. 

he expenditure involved—if the ultimate 
aim is to be achieved—namely, the elimina- 
tion of tubercle from our dairy herds—will 
be considerable. 

It must be borne in mind, however, that 
tubercle-free herds have been established as 
an object lesson to the community without 
very great difficulty, and have subsequently 
been run at considerable profit. One such 
dairy farm was commenced ten years ago, 
and since then has developed its tubercle-free 
herd to the number of 109. During the ten 
years which have intervened, the tests applied 
by the county veterinary officer have not 
revealed one reactor. Throughout the whole 
period the dairy farm has been run at a 
profit. 

Without pressing the illustration, and 
admitting that the elimination of tubercle 
will involve large expenditure, it must be 
kept in mind that the burden of expenditure 
should not fall on any one group of the com- 
munity, least of all on the consumer, in 
whose interest the endeavour is being under- 
taken. It cannot be too strongly emphasised 
that, if the price of milk is increased by the 
measures taken, one of the main objects— 
viz., an increased consumption of milk by 
all classes—will be defeated.

The new year is likely to witness a 
further improvement in trade. Messrs.

Linen Exports 


The linen industry continues to take 
steady, if slow, progress. The import and 
export figures of linen goods for the eleven 
months are satisfactory, and indicate an 
inerease in exporta and a decrease of the 
import’ of foreign linen into the British 
market. The duty imposed upon these im- 
se has been a valuable concession to the 
Northern lineri industry, which has now 
a bigger grip upon the home market. In 
193] the imports for the eleven months 
period amounted to £675,000. 

This year for the same period the 
amount was £227,857, or £15,000 less than 
a year ago. Since the duties were im- 
posed the value of linen imports has been 
reduced by two-thirds. The increase in 
the quantity of linen goods exported is 
satisfactory, but might have been greater 
had it not been for the conditions pre 
vailing in the United States of America. 

The total value of all linen exports for 
the eleven months is calculated at 
£5,493,814, or over £200,000 more than for 
the eleven months last year. These are 
the Board of Trade export figures, and, 
of course, include the exports, not only 
from Northern Ireland, but. also the 
Scotch linen industry, which has a much 
smaller export trade than the Ulster linen 
industry. The United States is still the 
largest market for Irish linen, Piece 
goods valued at £1,312,.008 were exported 
to the U.S.A., or nearly one-third of the 
total piece goods exported. This was less 
by £100,000 than the quantity sent to the 
same market in 1933. The devaluation of 
the dollar reduced the quantity of linen 
imported into the United States, for the 
price of the goods automatically rose, and 
naturally linen did not appear such good 
value as it was formerly. A feature of 
the return is the big increase in the export 
of linen goods to the British Dominions, 
all of which took larger quantities than 2 
year ago. This can be attributed directly

Electricity Charges 
The eh - fop “electricity im Belfast 


and other districts in Northern Ireland | 
ought to be revised in a downward direc- 
tion, Small.consumers complain that they 
are being charged a flat rate of 6d.\per 
unit in Belfast for private residences, 
while very low rates ate granted to large 
consumers, and for power purposes, 
amounting in some cases to ód. per unit.- 
Private residence consumers in Belfast 
have the option of adopting the valuation 
system of a fixed charge of 18 per cent. 
on the valuation, plus jd. per unit for all 
electricity consumed. Those who have 
tried both methods declare that there is 
little difference between this method and 
the flat rate of 6d. per unit. It is felt hy 
small consumers in Belfast that they are 
being asked to pay heavily in order to 
give an advantage to large consumers and 
also to the Electricity Board of Northern 
Ireland, which ‘takes its supplies in bulk 
from the Belfast station. 

The Belfast consumers are of the 
opinion that they should receive first con- 
sideration and that the charges for 
electricity should be so low that there will 


be every inducement to use more. It is 
admitted that the charges have been 
reduced in recent years, and, notwith- 


standing this fact, the Electricity Depart- 
ment is operating at a substantial profit. 

In any further revision of the charges 
the small private’ consumers should 
receive ‘a substantial reduction beth on 
the flat rate of 6d. per unit and the valua- 
tion fixed charge. It would be in the 
interest of the Electricity Department to 
cultivate a demand for electricity among 
private residence users not only for 
lighting, but for other household utensils. 
The best method of doing this is to reduce 
the charges for electricity. The Belfast

Last night in London thé minds of many 
turned to Charles Dickens's. immortal 
“ Christmas Carol,”” They had earlier 
watched the brilliant sunshine. slowly 
obscured by an ee of cold 
fog, which grew denser, chillier, and more 
cheerless as the evening drew. on.

It is usual at this season of the year to 
look back upon the year's doings to see if 
we have made progress or not.

A Grandson of Judge Keogh 


North of Ireland people were amused 
by Mr. Louis Walsh’s tilt at the Unionist 
M.P. for Derry County, Mr. E. S. Murphy,

(1817-1878), who, with Sadlier, formed 
what Nationalists called ‘‘The Pope’s 
Brass Band.”

They were returned for 
Parliament, and received important offices, 
as a result of which the Young Irelanders 
raised a storm against them.

He was made 
a judge in 1865, and tried the Fen an 
prisoners. Following an election petition 
in 1872, he denounced the Archbishop of 
Tuam and two bishops, charging them 
with intimidation. This led to his being 
burnt in effigy, and a vain effort by Butt 
to get him removed from the Bench. At 
his Jast appearance on the Bench, in 
Derry, he delivered an address to the jury, 
on extreme Unionist and Protestant lines.

Frances Kelly was the child of Irish 
parents, her father, Mark Kelly, having 
been born in Dublin, and her mother, 
formerly Miss McUabe, in Westmeath ;

She received little educa- 
tion and at the age of seven made her 
first appearance on the beards of Drury 
Lane Theatre. She managed to pick up 
a knowledge of French and Italian, and 
was taught some Latin by Mary Lamb. 
She maintained her popularity at the 
Drury Lane Theatre for 36 years. While 
acting at Covent Garden she was fired at 
on one occasion by a desperado without 
being injured; some of the shot having 
actually fallen into the lap of Mary Lamb, 
who was present with her brother, and not 
long afterwards a similar attempt was 
made against her in a Dublin theatre, 
when a bystander was injured. She was 
associated with all the great actors of her 
time, and especially with Edmond Kean, 
a playmate in childhood, often acting 
Ophelia to his Hamlet. She established a 
dramatic school of acting for young ladies, 


and built a model theatre (now the

EAT MORE CHEESE 


INTERESTING RADIO TALK 


Mr, W. P. Clifford, of the Department of 


Agriculture, in a talk on ‘* Cheese-making,”’ 
réferred to the progress made in recent times 
in the art of cheese production in the Free 
State. The people ete were not cheese- 
eaters. Actually, according to statistics, the 
consumption here is barely 3lb. per head per 
vear. In other countries it is much higher. 
In Switzerland it is 16.11b. per head, in the 
Netherlands 14.1, Denmark 13, Italy 12.1, 
Norway 10:7, Germany 10.6, France, 10.5, 
Great Britain 8.5. .There are many different 
kinds of cheese, usually called after the 
districts in which thev are made, such as, 
in Great Britain, Cheddar. Cheshire, Stilton, 
etc.; in Wales, Caerphilly. 
of cheese was made in Jreland fifteen or 
twenty years ago. France produces about 
forty different kinds of cheese 

Appealing for a large consumption of 
cheese in the Free State, by which help would 
be given to a comparatively new industry, 
Mr. Clifford said :—‘* Cheese is a healthy, 
sustaining food, rich in protein and in fat, 
a food which man for countless generations 
has known, and tested, and used, and found 
good, and yet we use so little of it that Lib. 
per head is not eaten in a vear. Here is a 
great potential market, capable of enormous 
expansion, with benofit to the health and 
stamina and vigour of our race. and capable 
also of helping one of our great key incus- 
tries in a difficult and tryimg period. If our 
cheese consumption 
easily might be, to 4ib. per head, it would 
dispose of some 15,500,000 zallons of milk, 
or the evnivalent of 2,500 tons of butter, and 
it would do so with a-distinct advantage to 
oar people.” | 

Mr, Clifford gave a detailed account of the 
process of the manufacture of cheese.

For some thirty-five 
years this has been both his enthusiasm 


and his service to Ireland; for durin 
that time (as he too often stops to lamen 
in his notes) the dialects of Antrim 


Tyrone. Monaghan, Cavan, Louth and 
Meath have died or are almost gone, and 
only that of Tir Conaill bids fair to sur- 
Vive. The decay has been realised by 
others beside Mr. Morris, but few have 
done so much to salvage these disappearing 


treasures of folk lh erature. 


In 1915 the author published “ Chéad 
de Cheoltaibh Uladh,” a hundred Gaelie 


poems collected in Ulster, bnt in this work 


not a single one of the former hundred is 


included. This is. therefore, a new 
collection, and we may consider that Mr. 
Morris has now given us t. ; best and the 
most of what survives. Eyery day a local 
“ shanachie,”’ or the best speaker in a 
parish, dies, and whatever form the “ new 
Irish’ may take, it will never again 
produce this kind of material, made by 
the people and remembered by them up to 
the old generation that is now rapidly ex- 
piring. 


Anonymous Poets 


The word ‘‘eeol.”’ of course. means 
‘music,”’ but in Uleter it means also 
poetry or verse, which was often. though 
not always, sung. Mr. Morvis’s collection 
is largely that of anonymous. poets 
cathered by him in the Gaeltacht, but 
much is of poets whose names were famons 
till of late in Tir Conaill and elsewhere 
in Ulster, and over a third of the poems 
ate of manuscript origin, so that the word 
“ gong” does not always apply. In enly 
eight cases does Mr. Morris give the airs 
themselves. To the narrators and elderly 
people who gave him the versions he pays 
generous thanks; most of these fine old 
types are now departed. and we shall not 
look upon their like again. 

This collection is divided skilfully into 
poems of nationalitg, polities, love, 
marriage. laments, humour and drink-—the 
old familiar themes. Most of them have 
been written or composed jn the last two 
hundred years. and in the main they are 
of rustic quality; yet anyone who can 
read and meditate upon them will admit 
that very many of them have taste and the 
quality of true poetry. Unlike the classical 
and stereotyped verse of older Ireland, 
most of this peetry ef Northern Ireland 
has a lively and sincere quality, and is 
a real expression of life. 


A Declining Reservoir . 


Mr. Morris's notes, as in his earlier 
works, are extensive and full. They are a 
delight to all who love local lore and 
rejoice to see it garnered and published. 
In this connection Mr. Morris has done 
service such as it would have been hard to 
render had he started later than 1898; for 
as long as men and women lived who Were 
born before the Great Famine a generation 
could be tapped which spoke the pvre 
Irish, and remembered its local and 
family histery back for centuries. With 
the passing of that generation, the purity 
and the traditien have rapidly waned. 


Hence Mr. Morris’s traditions of the poets 
of the Rosses, and of such families ás, 
O'Neill of the Fews, to which he often | 


adds old printed records, are especially 
valuable as memorials of the Clanna Gael. 

Unlike hiss former works, the notes in 
this are in Irish, and so the value of his 
werk is limited to the readers of Irish. We 


cannot help regretting that these notes, 


interesting though they are, are in such 
small type and so crowded together as to 
make them. less attractive reading than 
the matter deserves.

"THINKING of the Niger, one thinks of 

Mungo Park. The great river and 
the dour, determined explorer are in- 
separable, linked for ever by achievement. 
Not that Park was the first to explore this 
immense waterway. Others had been before 
him, had left their bones in Africa, and 
had even added considerably to the stock 
of knowledge extant about that region; 
but his was the beginning of solid achieve- 
ment, the leaving of a definite trail, the 
start of that tremendous development, 
which, long arrested after his death, is 
still going on. 


Death in the River 

Park made two journeys. On the first 
he saw the course of the Niger, hitherto 
only known by hearsay. On the second he 
launched a boat. and navigated the almost 
legendary river fora thousand miles before 
he perished in its waters. He failed in 
his main purpose, which was to reach 
Central Africa directly from the sea, but 
even in his failure he achieved much. The 
Upper Niger was divided from the Lower 
by a stretch of water so long that the river 
ceased to be a regularly frequented high- 
way for a great distance, and Park in hir 
roughly improvised craft—a schooner mado 
from the halves of two canoes—overcame 
formidable difficulties. The very news of 
his failure marked for Europeans the 
point to which he had followed the river’s 
eourse, a thousand miles from where he 
first embarked upon it, and only half that 
distance from the sea, This spogrepny 
was unsuspected by the natives of Central 
Africa, who are little likely to have known 
anything about the river’s course beyond 
its access to Houssaland.. 


Callousness and Inhumanity? 


Armed with Park's own writings and 
much later criticism and record of .ex- 
ploration, the author has made a fine 
work, in which there is as much Gwynn 
as Park. Mr. Gwynn does further service 
in defending, most successfully, the 
memory of the great explorer from some 
of the charges of callousness and in- 
humanity levelled against him by later 
writers.

have been virtually impassable, and from 
morning until night thete has been an 
endless stream: of busy shoppers, laden 
with their spoils, on their way from one 
establishment to another. Everybody 
seems to have plenty of money to spend, in 
spite of the undoubted depression in the 
country. Our advertising columns during 
the last few weeks have been crammed 
with offers of expensive presents for 
Christmas time ; and, whencesoever it may 
have come, the money certainly has been 
there to buy them. What visitor to the 
Irish capital, watching the cortége of 
luxurious motor cars in the streets, would 
believe that the Free State. could be pass- 
ing through an economic crisis of the 
utmost gravity? The people all seem to 
be well dressed ; restaurants and places of 
amusement are packed to their utmost 
capacity, and there is a general air of 
cheerfulness about the city which would 
suggest that Ireland never had a care. 
The casual visitor might be pardoned if 
he should come to the conclusion that all 
the talk about economic and financial 
decay is baseless. If this be poverty, he 
might ask, what is prosperity? In point 
of fact, there is far more money to spend 
in Dublin this Christmas than there was 
a twelvemonth ago. 

Dublin is prospering ; but it is prosper- 
ing at the expense of the rest of the 
country. In times of national stress this 
kind of thing often happens. During the 
worst period of inflation in Germany 
Berlin always gave the impression of limit- 
less luxury; throughout Britain’s indus- 
trial collapse of a few years ago London 
seemed to be wealthier than ever, and 
money was flowing like water. The fact 
is that capital cities act as funnels 
through which is poured all the available 
purchasing power of the community during 
periods of economic uncertainty, and to 
regard them as criteria of their hinter- 
lands is to make a fundamental mistake. 
In spite of all Dublin’s brave show of 
wealth, the Free State at the moment is 
in a very bad way. Apart altogether from 
the growing army of unemployed—which, 
with all due respect to the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, is approaching 
alarming proportions—the farmers’ pur- 
chasing power is falling steadily. This 
fact is beyond dispute. At the Dublin 
Cattle Market on Thursday sellers were 


forced to accept fifteen shillings a 


hundredweight for their cattle, in spite of | 


the fact that, under the Cattle and Sheep 
Slaughter Act, a minimum price of twenty- 
five shillings has been fixed. The same 
story can be told of virtually all agricul- 
tural produce. Farmers who a few years 
ago were making fairly comfortable 
livings, and were able to save money, are 
operating now at an actual loss. Every 
day we receive dozens of letters from men 
in all parts of the Saorstdt who are 
almost at their wits’ end, because they are 
not earning enough money to pay their 
annuities and their rates. These farmers 
are beginning now to live on their capital. 
With an adverse balance of trade which 
exceeds the total value of the Free State’s 
exports, nobody but a fool could believe 
that the country is thriving. Dublin’s 
prosperity is a mere flash in the pan; it 
has no solid foundation in national 
welfare. 

One of these days the truth about the 
Free State’s economic position must be 
faced, and neither the glib excuses of Mr. 
Lemass nor the high-falutin’ platitudes.of 
President de Valera will avail to conceal it. 
This country depends, and must continue 
to depend, as Mr. Lemass admitted twelve 
months ago, on the farming community 
as the ultimate producers of wealth. All 
secondary industries must be based on the 
farmers’ purchasing power; for they also 
are the ultimate consumers. The present 
Government, in its efforts to create a new 
heaven and a new earth, iis doing every- 
thing in its power to encourage native 
industries.

his point is brought out in the report, oí 
the Law Revision Committee. The legal 
position of the married woman always has 
been unsatisfactory, and within the last 
fifty years it has become quite anomalous. 
In former generations the law in- 
flicted a grave injustice on the married 
woman. It took no cognisance of 
her, holding that her legal exist- 
ence was merged ith that of her 
husband, and that all her property passed 
to him. When people realised the 


absurdity of this point of view, the 


Married Women’s Property Acts were 
passed, which provided that the wife could 
legally retain any possessions which she 
had held before her marriage, or had 
acquired after it. These Acts, however, 
have eased the burden on the married 
woman by inflicting a double burden on 
the husband. - In many respects he has 
lost all the advantages of the ‘‘ joint éxist- 
ence ' and has kept all the disadvantages. 
His wife’s property is no longer considered 
by the law as belonging to him, but she is 
still able to pledge his credit, while he is 
still liable for her income tax, and for 
damages that may be awarded against her 
in legal actions. The Committee 's report 
attempts to clear up this anomaly in the 
only logical way—by recommending that 
the law should treat married women, as 
far as possible, on an equal footing with 
their husbands. ‘‘ There seems no reason,”’ 
it states, ‘‘ once it is established that they 
are no longer debarred by the law from 
holding property independently of their 
husbands, why they should not do so with 
all the corresponding rights and liabilities 


of everyone else.’” Already women, 


whether married or single, engage in 
almost all professions, are finding them- 
selves excluded from fewer and fewer posts 
of importance, exercise the franchise, and 
enjoy, in general, the rights and privileges 
that are enjoyed by men. It is inevitable 
tha* they should be called upon to bear 
the responsibility of equality as well as 
its blessings, and we are sure that most 
women would prefer to bear it. 


A Pernicious Practice 


A year or two ago there was some reason 
to believe that one of tha most barbarous 
of our country’s practices—the export of 
old, worn-out horses—was nearing its end. 
According to Mrs, Whitton, Honorary 
Secretary of the South County Dublin 
Branch of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, the trauic con- 
tinues to flourish. In 1933, we are told, 
1,519 horses left Dublin for Antwerp, 
while during the first elever months of 
this year the export amounted to 1,055 
horses and 268 donkeys. These figures do 
not include beasts which weve consigned 
to Belgium for reasonable purposes: but 
are composed almost entirely of old 
animals which have outlived their span 
of usefulness in Ireland, and have reached 
an gge when they ought either to be 
' retired ’’ or put to death painlessly. In 
Belgium and other continental countries, 
however, a use can be found for them. 
After a further period o1 labour they are 
killed—to serve as food for the poor people 
who cannot afford better meat. The 
Society’s investigator claims to have seen 
a humber of old and work-worn horses in 
process of embarkation for Belgium during 
this year’s Horse Show Week, and 
about eighteen beasts from Ireland, 
most of which were old and work- 
worn, were observed in Brussels. 
This is sufficient evidence that the 
pernicious traffic lingers, and we appeal 
to President de Valera’s Government to 
take adequate measures “or its instant 
stoppage. The continued existence of 
such a barbarity is a grave slur on the 
reputation of this State, which prides 
itself on its Christianity, but in so many 
measures affecting the dumb creation lags 
deplorably behind other nations. Northern 
Ireland has contrived virtually to ex- 
tinguish the traffic in old horses. Can we 
congratulate ourselves that it persists 
below the border? There is, indeed, 
urgent need for new legislation in this 
matter and in other matters. What has 
become, for example, of the promised 
Humane Slaughter Bill?

Busy Shoppers 

Indications that Christmas shop ing bee 

n carried out on an unusually 
il this vear are confirmed by the Bank 
of England return, which shows that the 
notes in circulation have increased in the 
past four weeks by over £25 000,000, 
which compares with a little over 
£22,000,000 for the same period of last 
year. The active note circulation for last 
week increased by no less than £8,769,000, 
bringing the total to £401,990,745—the 
highest figure ever recorded. As the re- 
turn is made up to Wednesday last, with 
four days of active retail shopping before 
Christmas Day, it is possible t At the note 
circulation may reach a still higher figure 
before the holidays. 


Bacon Factories 


The Minister of Agriculture, Mr. Walter 
Elliot, is Speeding-up his plans for the 
formation of a Bacon Development Board, 
which is to have control over the whole 
industry. It is hoped that it will be com- 
plete by the new year, when its first task 
will be the examination of the question of 
redundant factories. The refusal of 
farmers to supply pigs to certain curing 
companies has led to a complete reversal 
of power among members of the Bacon 
Marketing Board, which, so far, has been 
largely controlled by a “ring of mem- 
bers representing inter-related combines. 
The pig contracts for 1935 have left some 
of the combine factories so seriously short 
of pigs that they may not be able to 
operate next year, especially if the supple- 
mentary contracts fall short. Large num- 
bers of the smaller curing factories have 
now come into their own, however, and 
next year they will work to the limit of 
their capacity. 


The Air Disaster 


The cause of the terrible fate of the 
Dutch air liner may never be known, but 
it is thought that the aeroplane was struck 
by lightning during one of the sudden 
storms common to the region. The liner 
was a Douglas machine made in the United 
States, and the latest of a series of 
luxurious air liners. Each of its fourteen 
passenger seats was alongside a window 
and hinged on a pivot, so that passengers 
could swing round to face each other for 
conversation and meals. Each had its own 
dining table, reading lamp, hat rack and 
ash tray, while a buffet was fitted with an 
ice box, two half-gallon thermos flasks, 
and fourteen luncheon boxes. It was pro- 
pelled by two engines built into stream- 
line housing, and every part of the 
machine’s accessories was available to the 
pilots. In the race to Melbourne it took 
part in a thrilling duel with the ‘plane 
piloted by Scott and Campbell-Black, and 
finished second. 


Christmas in London 


Christmas afternoon and evening in 
London are to be as peaceful as possible. 
All trams will stop at 4 o'clock, and only 
a very few omnibuses will be running. The 
Underground Railway will continue to 
operate its services up to the usual time, 
just as on Sunday. Coaches for distant 
points in the suburbs: will leave a central 
station between 11 p.m. and 11.30 p.m., 
but in the past it has been found that no 
great provision is necessary, as few people 
move about on Christmas Night. 


King Alexander’s Murder 


The trial of the assassins of the late 
King Alexander of Jugoslavia and M. 
Barthou will take place before the Assize 
Court of the Bouches du Rhéne early in 
the New Year. The Queen of Jugo-Slavia 
will represent King Alexander's interests, 
but she will not appear in person, and her 
cause will be ple ed-by M. Paul Boncour, 
the famous French lawyer and politician. 
The point is important, as, although the 
trial will deal only with the judicial facts 
of the murder, the rights of the Queen as 
an injured party are very far-reaching 
under French Jaw. She can claim damages 
for the moral injury she has suffered, and 
this claim may be extended against those 
who have instigated the murder, and 
against the French police for negligence. 
Such damages, if claimed; would be very 
heavy. M. Boncour has already taken 
steps to register the Queen as a litigant. 
He is the lawyer of King Carol of 
Rumania, the brother of the Queen, and 
was present at King Alexander's funeral 
at Belgrade, 


The Royal Honeymoon 


The Duke and Duchess of Kent, who are 
now staying at Buckingham Palace, will 
continue their honeymoon early in the 
new year by paying a series of visits to 
relatives of the ‘ride. It had been in- 
tended that the first visit shoull be to 
Prince and Princess Pazl of Jugoslavia 
at Bled, where the Duke and Duchess 
became engaged, but, owing to the 
political situation in the country, and the 
custom among members of the Royal 
Family to avoid contact in any way with

He drove out the 
raiders with it. There had been extra 
Guards on duty outside this shop, because 
some outrage of the nature had been 
feared there.”’ 

‘‘All the staffs,’ said Mr. O'Meara, 

‘“‘were badly shaken by their unexpected 
ordeal. One of the girls, Miss Millar, 
fainted. Others became hysterical. The 
woman customer in the Upper Dorset 
street shop, who was knocked down and 
injured, had to be attended on the spot 
by Dr. Shanley.”’ 
' Police were immediately summoned to 
the scene by telephone. Outside the Upper 
Dorset street shop they took up John 
Devlin, of North King street, a member 
of the Commercial Employés’ Union, who 
was in the picket.

THE REGULATIONS 
APPROVED 


The Times, commenting editorially 
to-day on the House of Commons’ approval! 
of regulations drafted by the Unemploy- 
ment Assistance Board, observes :—The 
regulations: show that the Government is 
not blind to the argument advanced yester- 
day by Mr. Boothby, that the time has 
come to stimulate purchasing power by 
just and judicious measures. The favour- 
able reception given to any steps showing 
vision and vigour, such as these regula- 
tions, or the decision to send troops to the 
Saar. contains a lesson which the Govern- 
ment should take to heart. They have 
done a great deal, even during the past 
twelve months, to use constructively the 
sound condition to which they have re- 
stored the national finances. Apart from 
the provisions of the last Budget, there 
have been many millions granted here and 
there, calculated in every case to produce 
beneficial results upon employment. 

To disparage these isolated efforts, as 
Mr. Lloyd George did yesterday, is unfair, 
and to call for feverish, gradiose and in- 
discriminate expenditure is unwise. But 
the more moderate demand— still unsatis- 
fied—that these efforts should be cor- 
related, expanded, brought into and pre- 
sented in a single picture, should not be 
neglected. One of the ‘wisest remarks in 
the debate was the observation of the 
Minister of Labour that the spirit in 
which the regulations are carried out is 
of supreme importance. A scheme so vast 
and so necessarily complicated must be, 
to some extent, experimental, and subject 
to review in many details in the light of 
actual experience. There are ample oppor- 
tunities for Parliament to suggest and 
for the Board to carry out, with a 
minimum of formality, the changes which 
experience may require. It is already 
clear that many points of detail will be 
dealt with in instructions sent periodically 
by the Board to its officers, and the 
Government have promised in the early 
stages. of the scheme to obtain a special 

rt on its operation. 

ean while the regulations have certainly 
answered more constructively than ever 
before the, ancient question how tocombine 
proper safeguards in the distribution of 
public money with the succouring of need, 
and they emerge from the debate quite 
unshaken by even the most fantastic 
hypothesis which the critics have been able

WASHINGTON, TREATY 


JAPAN’S DENUNCIATION 
TO-DAY 


Japan is expected to denounce the 
Washington Treaty to-day, according to a 
Reuter Tokyo despatch. 

M. Laval, the French Foreign Minister, 
denied last night that France intends to 
take this course. The French Govern- 
ment’s attitude is understood in Paris to 
be that, with Japan’s impending action, 
the Treatyceases to exist, and there is, 
int wence, no need for France 
formall denounce it. 

On the other hand, as the French Par- 
liament in 1923 ratified the Treaty on 
condition that it should not be prolonged 
beyond December 31, 1936, Japan’s action 
suits the French book, states Reuter. 

It must be remembered that, even with 
Japan’s denunciation, the Washington 
Treaty has another two years to run. T'wo

The Treaty also provides that a Naval 
Conference to draft a new treaty must be 
held in the year following a denunciation.

Instead of 
getting £15,000 through Mr. Brighouse 
I am getting £16,600. I am getting the 
shares of my brother and sister.’’

Allen, who sobbed bitterly while the 
Superintendent was making his state- 
ment agreed that what he had said was 
true.

N connection with the two quota orders 
under the Control of Imports. Act; 1934, 
made ‘by the Free State LKxecutive 

Council on 12th October, 1934, prohibiting the 
importation of specified descriptions of (a), 
rubber-proofed *material,. and (b), rubber- 
proofed wearing apparel and component parts 
thereof, three further orders’ wete made 'yes- 
terday by the Exeeutive Couneil. Particulars 
of these orders are as follows :— 

Control of Imports (Quota No. 7, First 
Penod, .Additional Quota). Order, 1954 :— 
Under this order the quota for the first 
quota period, 19th November, 1934, to 
3ist. January, 1935,. is increased from 
128.000 to 358,000 square yards of rubber- 
proofed material of the specified descrip- 
tions. 

Control of Imports (Quota No. 7, Second 
Period) Order, 1934:—Under this order 
the second quota period is fixed as the 
period from Ist February, 1935, to 30th 
Apvil, 1935, and the quota for this period 
is fixed at 450,000 square yards of rubber- 
proofed material of the specified descrip- 
tions. 

Vontrol of Imports (Quota No. 6, Second 
Period) Order, 1934:-—-Under this order 
the second quota period is fixed as the 
period from Ist February, 1935, to 50th 
April, 1935, and the quota for this period 
is fixed at 1,600 articles of rubber-proofed 
wearing apparel, or component parts 
thereof, of the specified descriptions. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 
PRECAUTIONS 


THE THERAPEUTIC 
‘SUBSTANCES ACT 


Regulations have been made under the 
‘Lherapeutie Substances Act which apply to 
certain substances, the purity and potency 
of which cannot adequately be tested by 
chemical means. 

‘The main provisions of the Act relate to:— 
(a) the manufacture, and (b) the importa- 
tion, of biological products. 

The Act was necessary to prevent the risk 
of unserupulous manufacturers or agents 
offering for sale inferior biological products, 
which would not alone be worthless as 
remedial agents, but might prove a positive 
danger, owing to the presence of living micro- 
organisms. 


THE REGULATIONS 
After consultation with the Advisory Com- 
mittee, the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health has made regulations as 
to the standards of therapeutic substances in 
regard to :— 


I 
(a) The standard of strength, quality and | 


purity of the therapeutic substances to which 
the Act applies ; 


(b) The tests to be used for determining | 


whether such standard has been attained ; 

(c) The units of standardisation. 

The regulations further 

(a) require that if any therapeutic sub- 
stance to which the Act applies is advertised 
or sold as a proprietary medicine, or as con- 
tained in a Sgóv “arán so advertised or sold, 
the accepted scientific name or name de- 
scriptive of the true nature and origin df the 
substance specified in the regulations shall 
appear on the label ;

ture of any therapeutic substance to which 
the Act applies shall be stated in the pre-

RESCUE IN A 
CREW SAVED IN 


MID-ATLANTIC 


OFFICER PROMOTED 
BY WIRELESS “

HE dramatic rescue of the crew of six: 
7 teen of the Norwegian steamer Sisto 
in a North Atlantic hurricane was de- 
scribed in the captain's cabin of the Hany 
burg-Amerika Company's hner New York 
when she anchored in Cowes Roads yesterday 
morning. : 

It was only a matter of forty-eight hour 
since great seamanship and . gallantry had 
minted them to play a heroic part tm «the 
Atlantic drama. Second Officer Wiesen,, of 
the New York, the hero of the rescue, 18 
now chief officer, his- two-step. prometion 
being made by wireless from the company s 


head office at Hamburg. 


One of the numerous messages of congratu- 
lation wirelessed to the liner was from the 
German Chancellor, Herr. Adolf Hitler, to 
Commodore F. Kruse, the captain of the 
New York, This message read;—‘'l ex: 
press to you and your gallant crew my sin: 
cere recognition of this very heroic rescue 
of sixteen Norwegian sailors from dire peril 
at sea.”’ 


WORST WEATHER IN 19 YEARS 


Captain J. Reipertsen, the skipper of the 
Sisto, telling the story of the ‘experiences to 
a reporter, said that thc had had bad 
weather fram the time they left Nova Scotia 
on December 6, and it became steadily worse, 
“I have never seen such heavy seas in all 
ta. nineteen years I have been at sea, - he 
said. 

'“On December 15 a huge wave, striking 
the vessel, carried away two of the three 
lifeboats that we had, and also carried away. 
the bridge’ and stove in one of the cargo 
holds. 

‘‘All- hands worked desperately to straighten 
the ship, fer the cargo of timber was shift- 
ing, and she took on a big list. The next 


day ahothe® terrific fea stiuck her and.twisted 


the rudder. With the steering gear out of 
action we were ap the mercy of the seas, 
which continually swept over us. We were 
unable to make any repairs owing to the 
terrible weather,-and at midnight I sent out 
an §,Q0.8., fer another wave had gmashed 
our last lifeboat.” 


THE RESCUE 


Captain Reinertsen. who spent three days 
and nights on the bridge of the doomed 
stegmer without rest, then told the story of 
the rescue by the liner New York. 

‘* Twenty-four hours after our 8.0.8.,” he 
said, ‘‘the New York reached us. We lashed 
a lifeline ‘to the few rentaining planks on 
our battered bridge and threw it to the New 
York lifeboat. Then one by one we jtmped 
inte the sea and were hauled aboard the life 
oat. 


Captain Reinertsen was the last man to 
leave. the ship, and before he threw himself 
ee the raging sea he cut the rope behind 

im. 

He was full of praise for the: bravery and 
seamanship of the crew of the New York 
lifeboat. ‘He and his crew lost all their be: 
longings, and the only thing that the captain 
saved was a. wallet with the chetiaranhe of 
his wife and two-year-old son. 


CREW’'S BRAVERY 


Chief Officer Wiesen, who was the officer 
in charge of the lifeboat which rescued the 
sixteen men, said: “ The most difficult part 
of the rescue. work was getting the New 
York lifeboat:into. the water and clear from 


the ship owing to the great seas. Our ship 
Was labouring. and rolling in the heavy 
weather, “and as our lifeboat was being 


lowered it was swung against the ship’s side 
and slightly damaged.

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was Prime Minister he was the greatest 
optimist of all: now his optimism was re- 
served for the Governments of other 
countries.

He was 
of the opinion that we were spending quite 
sufficient on roads in proportion to the income 
of the country and the needs of the country 
in other directions. He considered that 1 
was a mistake to suppose that the only way 
we could get more money im circulation was 
to spend it. The function of the Government 
was rather to create conditions in which 
money would be spent. 


THE BANK OF ENGLAND 


In regard to the relations of the Govern- 
ment, with the Bank of England, he- said 
that, now we were no longer on the gold 
standard, they were closer than ever. Seeing 
that Mr. Lloyd George had not suggested 
any change in the essential features of the 
Bank, it would be a pity to begin an altera- 
tion of its form, which might perhaps shake 
the confidence with which the Bank was 
regarded not only in London, but in the 
capitals of the world. 

As to the unemployment policy of the 
Government, it was to continue as they were 
doing. He saw no reason why we should not 
anticipate a larger rise in wholesale prices of 
primary co ities, which, he believed, 
would do more to overcome the unharmonious 
elements in the currency system of the world 
te-day than anything else. He looked forward 
with confidence to the day when we should 
bo able ance again to embark upon an inter- 
national currency standard, and in the mean- 
time, whatever might be the clouds on the 
herizon, he did not think we had any reason 
for pessimism.

ping from 7,450,000 tons to 5,115,000 ont of 
a total fleet shghtly over 35,000,000 tons.
